TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please Your Majesty, 

I have the honour to present to Your Majesty my Report 
on the condition and proceedings of Queen’s College, Galway, 
for the session 1904-5. 

In the Appendices will be found the usual tables of statistics. 

The total number of students in attendance during the 
session was 106, 53 of whom came from the province of Con- 
naught, and 33 from the province of Ulster. Of a total of 40 
Scholarships awarded at the beginning of the session 22 were 
awarded to students from the province of Connaught. It is 
in a high degree encouraging that so many students from the 
West of Ireland are making use of the facilities for university 
education which the College gives, and it is to be hoped that, 
in the future, more such students will embrace the opportuni- 
ties which it affords of receiving a liberal education. ' 

The competition for Scholarships at entrance was very keen. 
There were 12 candidates for the five first-year Literary 
Scholarships, and 8 for the five first-year Science Scholarships. 
There were 7 candidates for the two first-year Scholarships in 
Engineering, and 6 for the two first-year Scholarships in 
Medicine. 

The following distinctions were gained at the examinations 
of the Royal University held in 1904 : —

Mr. Robert B. M’Lacblan, 
b.a. , b.e. , has been appointed Engineer in the Indian Public 
Works Department, and Mr. C. F. Montague has obtained an 
engineering appointment in Egypt. 

I must again point out the utter inadequacy of the yearly 
grant to this College ; the funds at its disposal are lamentably 
insufficient for modern requirements.
